Thus, it will be possible for the de- 
partment to award a contract for 
marble construction and _ still keep 
within the appropriation granted by 
congress. Each contractor was allow- 
ed to submit an alternate bid on mar- 
ble. Had the lowest of these been 
above the funds available the possi- 
bility of marble construction would 
have been eliminated. 

Marble Contract Expected. 

As it is, confidence was expressed 
on all sides that a marble contract 
will be approved, carrying with that 
the assurance that Georgia marble 
will be used. Both Senator W.

The situation at Paris was compli- 
cated late Tuesday night by the sud- 
den resignation of Premier Laval and 
his entire cabinet after the radical 
socialists had refused to approve the 
appointment of Edouard Herriot as’ 
foreign minister. 

It is expected that Laval will be 
asked to form a new ministry, in 
which, it is expected, he will hold the 
foreign minister's portfolio. 

The World bank already had ap- 
proved extending the credit. but that 
approval was made contingent. on 
similar action by the other partici- 
pants. American bankers expressed 
the opinion the federal reserve would 


agree to prolong its $25,000,000 share.

Cannot Stand Strain. 


He gave up only when body and 
mind coukl no longer stand the ter-4 
rific strain of the labors of a justice 
of the supreme court of the Uinted | 
States. He has repeatedly said that | 
only incapacity to work would. force 
him to give up. He returned to‘ his 
modest: home on I street after cour 
yesterday, convinced that the end “ 
his working days had been reached, 
and resolved to retire from the bench. 
He might have continued and drawn 
his pay but that is not his conception | 
of citizenship. He couldn't work, | 
therefore he would not continne on the 
pay roll. 


Since the death of his wife two 
years ago, Justice Holmes has lived 
alone with his faithful servants and | 
secretary. He slept peacefully last 
night and this morning was up at his | 
usual early hour. This afternoon, | 
while the country was singing his | 
praises, he epjoyed an hour’s auto- . 
mobile ride. The former justice de- | 
nied himself to callers and declined to | 
comment. further on his retirement, | 
saying that he had nothing to‘add to. 
his letter to President Hoover. 


His resignation saddened the eapi- | 
tol, but he himself retained his cheer- 
fulness. As he said in his letter of 
resignation, “The time has come and 
I bow to the inevitable.” On Decem- 
ber 8 last he completed his thirtieth 
year of service on the supreme court 
of the United States. The two Massa- 
chusetts senators were deeply affected 
by the news of the resignation of their 
distinguished constituent. 

Senator Coolidge said: “I sincerely 
regret that the health of Justice 
Holmes obliged him to resign. Massa- 
chnsetts was ‘proud of him, as, indeed, 
was. the whole country. He was a 
great liberal, whose legal opinions 
were respected by lawyers at home 
and abroad. He was the outstanding 
citizen of Massachusetts, who loved to 
honor him.

PARIS, Jan. 12.—()—Premier 
Pierre Laval, who headed the gov- 
ernment of .Frapce fox just 10 days 
short of a year, presented the collec- 
tive resignation of his ministry to 
President Doumer at the Elysee pal- 
ace tonight. 

The president, who will start to- 
morrow:on the task of sé@lecting a 
successor, thanked M. Laval and all 
of his collaborators for their loyal 
services, and asked that the cabinet 
carry on the government until a new 
ministry has been chosen. 

It was the first time in ten years 
that.a French Premier has resigned 
voluntarily without being overthrown 
either in the senate or in the chamber. 

qn January, 1922, Aristide Briand, 
hurriedly summoned back from the 
Cannes conference by a resolution of 
the lower house, faced the deputies 
with an eloquent defense of his poli- 
cy and then exclaimed “That is 
It is up to others 
to do better.” With that statement 
M. Briand trotted out of the room. 

The same, Briand, foreign minister 
now, was one of the factors in M. 
Laval’s decision to résign. The 
“apostle of peace” has been ill. That 
fact, together with the death of Min- 
ister of War*Andre Maginot, made 
it desirable that the cabinet be re- 
constituted. ‘The premier attempted 
to obtain the support of the radical 
socialists, but was unable.

The two things which determine the 
trick-taking power of. a combination 
of 26 cards at Contract are the honor- 
trick holding and the distribution. In 
measuring our hands for a bid, our 
first yardstick is the honor-trick, as 
it is the best and most definite infor- 
mation We have at the beginning. 
Later, through an exchange of bid- 
ding, the distribution is disclosed and 
we sometimes find that Aces and 
Kings have lost much of their value. 
Take as an example the first hand of 
Rubber No. 18, played in my match 
with Mr. Sidney 8. Lenz.

BLPARTISAN CONTROL 
PLANNED FOR CREDIT 


WASHINGTON, . Jan. 12.—()— 
Here is how the vast Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, passed tonight 
by thé senate, would work: 

Out of the federal treasury comes 
$500,000,000 to form the capital. 

At the wheel is placed a bi-par- 
tisan board of seven directors com- 
prising the secretary of the treasury 
or undersecretary, governor of the 
federal reserve board and farm loan 
commissioner and four othéts named 
by the president with the senate’s 
consent. 

The corporation then starts funce- 
tioning. It borrows $1,500.000,000 
by issuing bonds unconditionally guar- 
anteed by the federal treasury and 
exempt from all federal taxes except 
inheritance and gift. It lends as 
much of the $2,000,000,000 total as 
is needed, being careful to scan each 
se - 


curity. 

Loans against foreign bonds 
specifically barred. 

Interest rates are not designated 
but the corporation’s sponsors esti- 
mate it would borrow at 4 1-2 per 
cent and lend at from 5 to 6. 

Those elegible for loans, besides 
railroads and exporters, are banks, 
savings banks, trust companies, build- 
ing and loan associations, insurance 
companies, agricultural or live stock 
credit corporations, federa] or joint 
stock land banks and mortgage loan 
companies. Closed banks are eligible 
if their assets “are adequate to per- 
mit of restoration to solvency.” Di- 
rect loans to farmers by the agricul- 
ture department are made possible out 
of a $50,000,000 appropriation ‘added 
to the bill in a semate “rider.” 

Loans are repayable in three years 
with extension possible by special per- 
mission, 

Strictly an emergency creation, the 
corporation must stop making loans 
& year after enactment unless the 
president extends it the maximum of 
one more year. It is te be liquidated 
preferably in five years and Absolute- 
ly in ten. 7
